First, attention must be given to a 
correction in the article on the PPC car- 
tridge. We stated that a .222 Remington 
case had been blown at 70,000 psi. 
during one of the tests. That in- 
formation was taken from a _ verbal 
quotation and was not correct. Don 
Pawlak of Pawlak Laboratories _in- 
dicates that he did not monitor the 
rounds for failure pressure and does 
not know at what point it gave way. 
From several observations and from the 
experience of others it is felt that the 
pressure necessary to cause such 
failure has no business in a modern 
rifle and will not even be revealed. Let it 
be sufficient to say that all modern car- 
tridge cases are safe enough for 
pressures in the areas for which they 
have been intended. There is no need 
to deliberately tempt fate by seeing how 
close to the safety margin a shooter 


can push his gear.

Inside Flash-Hole 
Deburring Tools 


Ever searching for some way to im- 
prove the accuracy of the benchrest 
rifle leads the target shooter into some 
interesting ventures. The latest avenue 
to be examined is the inside, that’s 
right, | said inside, of the flash-hole in a 
cartridge case. 

If you have ever taken time to look 
into a new case you will note that there 
are minor imperfections in the hole. Of- 
ten there is a burr of some kind on one 
edge of the hole. 

It is felt that the removal of these 
irregularities might just do some good 
or offer the edge to make that last .1 of 
group size. Just how can this job be 
done? 

If you are Chet Brown, Fred Sinclair 
or Wally Hart you know and are 
marketing a handy little tooi to do the 
job. If you are the rest of us you will 
have to buy one of these little tools or 
run around with fuzzy flash-holes for 
the rest of your life. 

All three tools have crossed our desk 
for product evaluation with the Sinclair 
gadget being offered in two varieties. 
Each tool is similar but each maker 
suggests a different way to use it. 

The Sinclair tools differ in the method 
of depth control. The more simple tool 
uses operator touch to tell when the 


cutter has taken enough brass from 
around the flash-hole. The price of this 
tool, which is knurled for easy turning, 
is, | think, $5.95. 

Fred’s more complex tool uses the 
neck of the case to set the depth of cut. 
First you trim your cases to whatever 
length is correct. Next set the distance 
you want to use for the cut by locking a 
stop collar to the main shaft of the cut- 
ter. Turn till the stop meets the neck 
and you are finished. All that remains is 
to shake out the excess brass cuttings. 
The price of this tool is $7.25. 

Chet Brown offers his tool, which is 
very similar to the first Sinclair tool in 
small and large shank. The small shank 
job for .224 and larger cases costs 
$6.00 as does the large shank model for 
7mm. or larger cases. Our sample was 
the large shank one and it worked well. 

Chet uses a different method to con- 
trol depth of cut. To find out his method 
you will have to buy a tool but it is suf- 
ficient to say that it works. His tool is 
called a Flash-hole Uniformer and 
comes with an instruction sheet. 

Wally Hart makes his tool with similar 
shaft dimensions and his price is, as of 
late March, $4.95. This tool also relies 
on sense of touch to control the depth 
of cut. With all such cutters it is

possible to keep on cutting until the 
flash-hole is bigger than the primer 
pocket. Uniformity is necessary. 

Wally recommends that the operator 
turn the tool till it stops clicking. The 
loss of the click means that the tool is 
cutting a uniform amount from the 
brass. Good enough. 

After looking over the three tools, | 
had to honestly admit that | had no 
preference. All are well made, cost 
about the same and do the same job. 
Take your pick of three fine tools if you 
feel a need to try this approach to im- 
proved accuracy.

| am not familiar with H322. However, 
there is evidence from the vertical 
stringing on your targets that the loads 
of this powder which you are using, 
even the 26.5 gr. may be too light. If you 
are unable to use more due to pressure 
signs you had better switch to other 
powders. Try some different bullets 
also. Clarence Detsch at 133 Larch 
Road, St. Marys, Pa. makes a good 70 
gr. bullet. Try some Norma 203 if you 
can get it. Some rifles take as much as 
29 gr. Try up to about 26.5 gr. of 4895. 
Vary your charges of Reloader 7 both 
up and down. If no indications of ac- 
curacy show up forget RL7 as it is not 
working in your rifle. With the faster 
powders such as RL7 or 4198 you 
should probably seat your bullets so 
they do not quite touch the lands. With 
slow powders such as N203 seat them 
to touch. 

The 6X47 is at times an extremely 
fickle cartidge. The exact combination 
to make it shoot competitively is often 
hard to find. 

| like the idea of a glue job on the 
receiver, but have not tried it. Some 
method should be provided for trigger 
removal. 

Tube wall micrometers with a 3/16” 
diameter anvil will give good results in 
determining neck wall variations. 

Have you tried your scopes on other 
rifles that you know to shoot well? 
Perhaps you have scope trouble. 

Probably the best way for the inex- 
perienced shooter to get satisfactory 
loading dies is to have them made by 
the gunsmith who chambers the rifle. 
Nevertheless many shooters use 7/8” 
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dies with success. One of the problems 
is to prevent these standard dies from 
sizing too much of the necks. Turning 
the case necks can eliminate this 
problem. Polishing out the neck of the 
die is another expedient. 

You will find that the 52 gr. 
Remington bullet is hard to beat in 
most rifles. 

The reports on the Federal cases and 
primers are very good. | have yet to try 
them myself. 

You might find that you would get ex- 
perience faster by working with the .222 
or .222 1/2. These cartridges are 
generally easier to load. After these are 
working well, using the same scopes, 
go back to the 6X47.

The bullet making article is on Page 
18 of the March ’73 issue of Precision 
Shooting. It is also contained in Warren 
Page’s book “The Accurate Rifle’. 
Seely Masker has an article on glass 
bedding in the July ’73 issue and Jim 
Stekl has an article on epoxy barrel 
bedding in the Feb. ’73 issue. The 
epoxy barrel bedding could be used on 
a Mauser 98. This should give com- 
petitive accuracy with the Mauser ac- 
tion. 

Your 40XB 30-338 should be rebed- 
ded when you run into accuracy 
problems which are caused by a bed- 
ding fault. This is a trite answer, but 
one needs experience to ascertain bed- 
ding faults. If the rifle shoots 3 shots in 
one hole or group and 2 in another hole 
or group, plainly this is a bedding fault. 
If the rifle shoots horizontal or vertical 
groups without other cause then bed- 
ding is probably the reason. If the shots 
string in a line for no discernible 
reason, the bedding is probably at fault.

FORT BENNING, G, — A crack Army 
high power rifle team, led by the 
unerring aim of SFC Pat Boyle, Batavia, 
N.Y., surged into the forefront of the 
Tennessee State Championships Sun- 
day at Oak Ridge, Tenn., and brought 
the coveted rifle crown to Georgia. 

Unable to find the range in the first 
match, a 20 shot, 200 yard offhand 
event which was claimed by strong 
marine contenders from Quantico, Va., 
the Army came into its own on the 
second event and was never headed. 
SFC Harvey Skinner, Arcadia, Fla., 
along with teammate SFC William Lee, 
Albany, Ga., grabbed top spots in the 
first win for the Army, the 200 yard 
rapid fire match with each of them 
placing all 20 of their shots in the ten 
ring. 

Boyle, a member of the U.S. Army 
Marksmanship Unit and one of the top 
high power rifle shooters in the nation 
today, failed to take any of the five mat- 
ches making up the aggregate cham- 
pionship, was narrowly Xed out in the 
individual events. His consistency and 
high level performance paid off for the 
big prize when he garnered the top 
score of 985 of a possible 1000 points, 
two more than his nearest opponent, 
Marine M/Sgt. R. J. Lewis, Quantico, 
Va. A companion marksman of Boyles, 
SFC Terry Daugherty, charged into the 
third place with an aggregate of 980. 

In the team action, a four man squad 
of Boyle, Lee, M/Sgt. James McQuien 


and M/Sgt. Clinton Stephens of the 
Army Marksmanship Unit put a 1960 
aggregate on the boards for a clean 
sweep of the top prizes for the Army. 
The team, guided by veteran coach 
M/Sgt. Roy Combs, outmarked a Marine 
quartet by five points with their 490 
average. 

Two additional team events were also 
claimed by the Army ‘‘big bore’ 
marksmen as they won their service 
rifle match with a 761 of a possible 800 
and then took the 1000 yard ‘“‘long 
range’’ match with 761 points. 

The annual event, sponsored by the 
Oak Ridge Sportsmans Association, 
witnesses some of the _ strongest 
military and civilian high power 
marksmen in the nation contending for 
position and prestige.
